you both in my acceptance speech. I’d 
like to thank Lou Albano for... more 
champagne!”

worked hard for it, but | was lucky. | 
was lucky to be invited to join the 
UWA after a fortunate college grap- 
pling career. | was lucky to win this 
title. | can't help it if I’m lucky.” 


Pez smiled happily as the inter- 
view continued. He joked with ease, 
answering all questions to the best 
of his ability, and enjoying the aura 
of a championship. Most reporters 








“He's a young man,” Lou 
declares, ‘‘but he has an old mind. 
I've never seen a youngster who 
knows so much and can change 
strategies so easily. The mark of 
greatness is being able to win when 
your best moves aren't working. Pez 
can be repelled for a while, but not 
forever. Even his less effective 
moves—the ones he relies on in 
emergencies—are often good 
enough for victory. 

“He seems to have a sixth sense 
which tells him to do the right thing 
at the right time. That usually takes 
at least a decade of experience. 
Many fine wrestlers never learn this 
at all. That’s why a lot of great wres- 
tlers never become champion. They 
can't make the right decisions in- 
stantly—and all the skill in the world 
won't make up for it. 

“But Pez makes all the right 
decisions. He can analyze almost 
instantly. I've seen him watch a guy 
wrestle for three minutes and then 
predict exactly what the grappler 
will do in any given situation. I'd say 
he is right 80% of the time.” 

How does this young man do it? 

“| wish | knew,” Lou says with a 
laugh, “I'd be the wealthiest man in 
the world if | could teach it. | guess 
you'll have to call Pez a genius. The 
same special intelligence which 
allowed Einstein to solve mathe- 
matical equations operates for 
Wheatly with wrestling. He was 
born with his brain ready to absorb 
wrestling knowledge. 

“All the training in the world 
won’‘tturna good wrestler into a Pez 
Wheiatly. It’s a gift the young man 
possesses and has developed. He’s 
an incredibly hard worker, with all 
his natural gifts. | think he has a 
chance of rewriting wrestling 
history.” 

It has all come easily to Wheatly. 
His gifts have allowed him to 
become champion at an almost 
unheard of age. However, the re- 
sponsibilities of a championship 
may weigh heavily on the young 
man. It takes a mature man to with- 
ZN stand the pressures, turn back the 
many challenges, and fulfill the 
many wrestling-related committ- 
ments.

really doesn’t matter if I lose a few 
matches along the way to rebuilding 
my style. In fact, I knew I had to losea 
few. As champion, I could never afford 
one single loss. 

“Terry Funk is really in that same 
situation. He has to win every time. I 
know he loses some of his matches, but 
these defeats come about through dis- 
qualification, and there’s no honor in 





that. But still in all, he has to use the 
same, tired tactics night after night to 
defeat each challenger. I know. I’ve 
been that route. 

As champion, there is very little 
opportunity to experiment. Now and 
than’a non-title match comes along 
and there’s a chance to try out some- 
thing new. But those matches are few 
and far between. For the most part, 


every time you enter the ring wearing 
the belt, you have to come out of the 
ring wearing the belt. It’s that simple. 
Familiar techniques have to be relied 
upon. 

“But all of this is true for any 
champion. Terry Funk is a little differ- 
ent. Unlike most men, he sees no 
reason to bring honor along with the 
title he holds.

A 
champion should wrestle like a 
champion. Terry Funk just doesn’t 
seem to care what illegal tactic he uses.

“The NWA deserves a better cham- 
pion than Terry Funk!” 

But if the NWA deserves a better 
champion, who should that new title- 
holder be? 

“The answer to that question is 
simple,” said Jack. “Me! Who else is 
more qualified? I don’t want to sound 
like I’m boasting, but I really believe I 
could return the honor to the NWA 
title. 

“T now realize the statements I made 
soon after I lost the title were ridi- 
culous. I said then I didn’t want to 
regain the title.

His days as 
champion are numbered.”

On this 
night, the stadium was filled with more 
than 35,000 fans (another 15,000 
people watched the event live on 
closed-circuit television) ready to 
Witness the triumphant return of 
Bruno Sammartino — or mourn the 
passing of a living legend. 

The strategies Bruno and Arnold 
were discussing involved various 
methods of avoiding Hansen’s “lariat.” 
This was the move responsible for 
cracking Bruno’s neck. Hansen, using 
an elbowpad most people believed to 
be loaded with a steel pad, slams his 
padded elbow into his opponent's face 
as the foe rebounds off the ropes. The 
force is enough to send anyone to the 
hospital! 
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This was Bruno’s 
first bout after 
being put in the 
hospital by Stan 
Hansen. However, 
Sammartino was 
never better as 
he punished his 
hated foe with 
punches (above), 
armdrags (right), 
and kicks (be- 
low). Before the 
bout Bruno had 
promised to get 
his revenge from 
Hansen. Bruno 
was true to his 
word as he domi- 
nated the action. 
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Bruno knew he would be finished if 
he suffered the lariat again. His neck 
couldn’t withstand the shock of 
another injury so soon. His recupera- 
tive powers couldn’t be expected to 
survive the strain of yet another major 
injury. There was every chance if the 
lariat was successful, Sammartino 
would be permanently crippled. 


As the time for the match approach- 
ed, the promoter knocked on the 
dressing room door and announced, 
“Two minutes to the match! We'll need 
you outside now! Hansen is already 
preparing to enter the stadium!” 

From behind the door came the 
familiar voice of Bruno Sammartino 
declaring, “Ready!” 

Reporters had intended to ask 
Bruno for a short statement before he 
entered the stadium. However, as 
the door opened and Sammartino 
appeared, they fell silent. The look on 
the champion’s face told them not to 
disturb this man. His whole being was 
concentrated on the man he was about 
to face. He probably wouldn’t have 
even heard their questions. 

As Bruno stepped out on the stad- 
ium grass, the cheers were deafen- 
ing. Somewhere in Bruno’s mind he 
must have enjoyed the fantastic 
ovation, but his face revealed no 
delight. He appeared to care only 
about the man already standing in a 
corner of the ring. The man was Stan 
Hansen, his face twisted in a cruel 
snarl. 

Bruno leaped over the ropes and 
strode to his corner. He couldn’t wait 
to get his hands on Hansen. No one 
ever remembered Bruno so agitated. 
The referee tried to examine Hansen’s 
elbowpad for a steel plate. When 
Hansen tried to avoid the inspection, 
Bruno couldn’t stand the delay for the 
match to begin. 

“Forget the inspection!” Sammar- 
tino yelled to the official. “Just get this 
thing underway!” 

The referee was stunned by the re- 
quest, knowing how dangerous a 
loaded elbowpad would be to 
Sammartino. But he stopped trying to 
get Hansen to take off the pad and 
signaled for the match to begin. The 
bell sounded, starting the most 
important match in Bruno Sammar- 
tino’s career. 

Bruno came out of the corner as if 
shot by a cannon. He tore into Hansen 
like a starving beast upon its wounded 
prey. Stan felt like a blind man falling 
into a open manhole; he had no idea of 
where he was or what was happening. 
All he could do was leap over the ropes 


and out of Sammartino’s reach. 

“What can I do?” Hansen asked his 
manager, Grand Wizard (substituting 
for Hansen’s regular manager, Freddie 
Blassie). “How the hell can I stop 
him?” 

Wizard just stood there, his mouth 
open with awe. What strategy do you 
use to combat a tornado? All you can 
do is run for cover. 

That became Hansen’s strategy 
through the rest of the match. Most of 
his time was spent leaping over the 
ropes, trying to get away from Sam- 
martino’s assault. Each time Hansen 
climbed back into the ring, Bruno 
was on him like a swarm of locusts. 

Then, the stadium held its breath. 
Hansen threw Sammartino into the 
ropes. As Bruno rebounded back 
across the canvas, Hansen stuck out 
his elbowpad, ready to lariat Sam- 
martino. Bruno stumbled helplessly 
toward his doom, the loaded elbow- 
pad ready to destroy.

Cheers filled the stadium when, at 
the last possible instant, Bruno decked 
under the outstretched arm of Hansen 
and escaped disaster. Hansen was so 
shocked at his failure that he never 
even realized what hit him. Sammar- 
tino had whirled around and sent him 
toppling to the canvas. When Hansen 
realized what had happened, it was too 
late to. do anything about it. 

Bruno took off Stan’s elbowpad and 
began pounding Hansen senseless. 
Hansen escaped from this only to have 
Bruno smash his head into the turn- 
buckle. Again and again, to the cheers 
of the crowd, Bruno slammed 
Hansen’s head into the turnbuckle. 
Blood began to flow from the gash 
across Hansen’s forehead. 

When Stan managed to work his 
way free, he realized he was finished. 
Blood was pouring from his cuts, his 
body ached all over, and his tor- 
mentor couldn’t wait to torture him 
some more. After considering the 
situation, Hansen leaped over the 
ropes and scurried back to the dressing 
room. 

Bruno Sammartino had avenged his 
injury. He’d avenged the insults 
Hansen had hurled at a man forced to 
a hospital bed. Most important of all, 
Bruno proved he was still the 
champion! Oo

HE WORKING PRESS which 
was gathered in Terry Funk’s 
dressing room was shocked. They 
had never heard a champion—any 
champion—dare to make so bold a 
statement as the one they had just 
heard the NWA titleholder make. 
“Could you repeat what you just 
said again?” asked one incredulous 
reporter. 





“Certainly,” said Terry. ‘‘“What | 
said was that no matter what he 
does, Dusty Rhodes will never—and

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statement. There would be no way 
for Dusty to win the belt. Still, one 
question remained in the minds of 
the reporters: How could Terry be so 
sure? 

Before any member of the press 
had a chance to ask the questions, 
Terry decided to add one more com- 
ment: “You gentlemen may want to 
know why | can state flatly Dusty 
Rhodes will never get my belt. The 
answer is simple. He just doesn't 
know how to defeat me in a title 
match. As far as I'm concerned, he 
can win all the non-title matches 
he wants. Tonight was tough, gen- 
tlemen, but it didn’t count!” 

Terry was quite correct—what 
had happened a few minutes earlier 
in the arena did not count, and 
Dusty |was furious about that. 

A month before, Dusty Rhodes 
had devised what he had believed to 
be the ideal way to win Terry's 
championship.

changed his mind, on the condition 
it be a non-title match. Dusty had no 
choice; he wanted the match 
against Funk, so he had to accept 
Terry's condition. 

So even before the two had metin 
battle, Terry had once again out- 
smarted Dusty Rhodes, but the 
“American Dream” didn’t realize it 
completely. He figured if he won the 
bull rope match, Terry would auto- 
matically have to give him a

HE EYES OF the world were 
focused on a square of canvas 
surrounded by ropes. For Muhammad 
Ali, it was a boxing ring. For Antonio 
Inoki, it was a wrestling ring. For both 
men, it was a battlefield. 
Closed-circuit televison screens all 
over the world were focused on this 
ring. A great boxer would go into 
combat against a great wrestler. Each 
man would defend the honor of his 





sport to the best of his ability. 

The first man to enter the Tokyo 
stadium was Antonio Inoki. Most of 
the Japanese boxing fans favored their 
countryman. Cheers sounded from 
every throat. Equally loud were the 
cheers greeting Muhammad Ali,. a 
respected citizen of the world. If the 
Japanese battler couldn’t win, the 
crowd wouldn't be heartbroken. They 
would have seen one of the great 
athletes of all time score one more 
conquest. 

Inoki knew he could slug it out with 
Ali. Yet no man on earth can trade 
punches with the heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world and survive. While a 
boxer can only function on his feet, 
Inoki’s body is trained to function 
while lying on the canvas. Both men 
knew the only real success could be 
had by bringing the other to. the 
position where he couldn’t function. 
Therefore, Ali wanted Inoki standing 
and Antonio wanted Muhammad on 
the canvas. 

When the bell rang, Antonio went to 
the canvas near Ali, his long legs flick- 
ing at Ali like jabs. Ali tried to dance 
away from them, taunting Inoki ‘to 
stand up. Antonio, too clever to be 
insulted into losing the match, 
remained where he was. 

As the first round ended, Ali

stormed angrily back to his corner. 
Inoki patiently went to his corner, 
assured of his eventual success. 

The second round was a repetition 
of the first, only Inoki was more 
successful. He knew what had to be 
done and did it like an austere pro- 
fessional. Ali taunted and shouted, 
dared and threatened, but he couldn’t 
penetrate Antonio’s intelligence. 


Again, Ali’s legs were peppered by 
Inoki’s kicks and Muhammad was 
confounded at every turn. 

As the match wore on, Inoki’s 
strategy proved more and more effec- 
tive. Ali couldn’t mount a sustained 
attack. Round after round, Inoki 
broke down Ali’s assault and poise. 
The man was frustrated to the point of 
distraction; Ali spent a long portion of

the match screaming at his far more 
cunning opponent. 

In the last rounds, Ali tried every- 
thing in his power to make Inoki 
commit a fatal mistake. However, the 
boxing king underestimated his wres- 
tling opponent. With the patience of 
the ages, Inoki remained calm and 
racked up points. 

Finally, the last bell sounded and the 
match was over. For 15 rounds, Inoki 
had slowly worn away Ali. It had been 
a slow, thorough, professional job bya 
brilliant mat tactician. All intelligent 
martial arts observers were awed by 
Inoki’s genius. 

Therefore, knowledgeable observers 
were shocked when the results were 
announced. For some unfathomable 
reason, the match was judged a draw! 
How anyone could give Ali more than 
two rounds is incomprehensible. 
Antonio Inoki might not have 
officially won, but the perceptive fan 
knows he deserved the victory. 

There could be no question as to 
who won the other wrestler vs. boxer 
battle held that evening. In New York’s 
Shea Stadium, Andre the Giant over- 
whelmed Chuck Wepner. The 
outcome was never in doubt. 

From the first moment, it became 
evident Andre held the psychological 
advantage. Wepner walked into the 
stadium wearing headgear. He hoped 
to be able to keep it on during the 
match, making it impossible for 
Andre’s headbutt to be effective. 
Naturally, the referee forced him ‘to 
remove the illegal protection. Wepner 
tried to appear unconcerned after 
losing the argument, but one could tell 
he was very disturbed. 
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Chuck had every reason to be upset. 
Shorter, lighter, and less powerful 
than Andre, all Chuck had going for 
him was a slight advantage in speed. 
However, it didn’t take Andre 30 
seconds to neutralize that advantage. 
With the cunning of a veteran, Andre 
cut the ring on Wepner. Chuck had no 
place to go as Andre’s perfect place- 
ment made it impossible for Wepner to 
move ‘over more than one-half of the 
ring. 

The first round proved Wepner 
knew he was in trouble. As Andre 
attacked, Chuck sought the safety of 
the ropes. Whenever he was in trouble 
—which was often—Wepner grabbed 
on to the restraints for dear life. Andre 
then had to let him free and Wepner 


survived. 

In the second round, Wepner tried 
to land some punches. However, his 
strength was unequal to the task of 
knocking Andre senseless. The gar- 
gantuan grappler simply shrugged off 
the blows and kept applying the pres- 
sure, Wepner continued to land blows 
to the body, but it was to no avail. 
Andre was just too powerful. 


In the third round, the inevitable 
occurred. After Wepner had tried and 
failed to mount an attack, Andre 
pounded away with a_headbutt. 
Wepner couldn’t believe anything 
could hurt that much. The boxer 
stumbled backward, dazed and con- 
fused. He knew trouble was_ his 
destiny, he just didn’t know how much.

Andre soon ended Chuck’s night- 
mare by ending the match. The giant 
grabbed the weakened boxer and 
raised him high in the air. With a 
mighty heave, he threw Wepner 
over the ropes and sailing to the 
grass. Wepner hit the ground with a 
thud. They counted him out and the 
match was awarded to Andre. 

As the match ended, Wepner’s 


handlers rushed into the ring com- 
plaining that the headbutt was unfair 
and the count was too short. The 
referee merely ignored them and raised 
Andre’s oak-like arm in victory. 
Although the controversy of 
whether a boxer or a wrestler is the 
more effective is far from over, the 
evening saw wrestlers clearly the 
dominant battlers. The boxers proved 





themselves to be confused and incap- 
able of attacking men who refused to 
comply with their rules. It was a great 
night for the sport of wrestling. 
Hopefully, more such matches will 
be held in the future. Then the con- 
troversy can be settled by comparing 
many different matches. If one evening 
is an indication, wrestlers will surely be 
the dominant winners. oO

Y ALL RIGHTS, a rookie 

should spend a few years work- 
ing his way up through the ranks 
before he even has a chance of winning 
any kind of title. Almost every veteran 
wrestler will tell you this. And upon 
entering the sport professionally, most 
young rookies are told they have a 
long, hard road ahead on their way to 
champion status. 

But if you say something like that to 
Bob Backlund, who is still a rookie, he 
might just laugh in your face. 

It isn’t that Backlund is rude—he 
always conducts himself like a gentle- 
man—it’s just Bob is a rookie who 
holds a very impressive title. Recently 


_ the young grappler surprised the entire 


wrestling community by winning the 
Missouri state championship from 
Harley Race, a veteran wrestler who 
once held the NWA world champion- 
ship title. This feat is quite an accom- 
plishment for the still young back- 
lund. 

Ever since he made his professional 
debut, Bob Backlund has been genera- 
ting excitement among wrestling fans 
whereas he goes. Spectators cheer 
loudly every time he walks into an 
arena. Many veterans have begun to 
fear the young man, feeling they will 
go down to certain defeat if they are 
matched against him. 

Because of his growing popular- 
ity—coupled with the growing list of 
opponents he has defeated—Backlund 
was given at shot at Race’s Missouri

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state title. Harley did not believe the 
young rookie even had a remote 
chance of winning. He was proven to 
be entirely incorrect. 

The night Bob won the title from 
Race, the fans went wild. They knew 
Bob could do it. And no one was more 
surprised than Harley Race. Here he 
was, a man who had won the NWA 
title from Dory Funk Jr. To be 
defeated by a mere rookie was almost 
disgraceful to Harley. However, there 
really is no shame in being beaten by a 
wrestler as good as Bob Backlund. 

Of course, someone had to ,tell 
Roger Kirby the same thing. Soon 
after Bob had won the title from Race, 
he placed it on the line against Kirby. 
And Roger, like Harley Race, thought 
he would win easily over the young 
rookie. 

But that match solidly proved Bob 
Backlund had not won his title by a 
fluke of luck. Against Kirby, Bob dis- 
played a remarkable show of talent 
and ability. And Roger Kirby is notan 
opponent to be taken lightly. 

One wrestling observer who wit- 
nessed the clash between Backlund 
and Kirby, Charles Granata, described 
it like this: “I really was impressed by 
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Bob Backlund. From the beginning of 
the match it was obvious he was going 
to beat Kirby. 

“There were a few moments when 
Roger Kirby had control over Back- 
lund. But Bob was able to recover from 
any maneuvers Kirby may have tried 
on him. It was remarkable!” 

“Bob Backlund is really good. 
There’s no telling where he can go from 
here. After all, he is Missouri state 
champion. The next logical step is for 
him to have a shot at the world title. 
Now that is something I would really 
like to see.” 

The speculation Granata made 
about a world championship for Bob is 
echoed by several other fans. It is 
extremely difficult for any rookie to 
have a chance at that kind of title. But 
in Bob Backlund’s case, things may be 
different. 

Since he now holds the Missouri 
title, he is in an excellent position to be 
a challenger for a title. State 
championships mean quite a bit in the 
world title sweepstakes. The question 
is, will Bob be allowed a shot at the 
title, thus skipping the usual years of 
waiting for such a chance? Could Bob 
be catapulted to instant fame because

It would be difficult to find agree- 
ment among wrestling experts about 
these questions. Backlund has 
impressed many people in the right 
places. There can be no denying his 
state championship is an important 
consideration. And many wrestling 
fans enthusiastically support the idea 
of Bob Backlund as a world champion. 





He’s an inexperienced rookie, 
yet he’s a champion. His 





But there are many others in the 
sport who would violently disagree. 
While they will acknowledge Back- 
lund’s talents, they feel he should wait, 
take time to develop his talents, and 
come back in a few years to havea shot 
at the world title. To these people, 
Bob’s remarkable talents and amazing 
abilities do not count in terms of 
championship chances. They seem to 


fame is spreading, yet to 
most he’s still an unknown 
quantity. Here is the 
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feel that experience is all that counts. 

So where does Bob go from this 
point? He will have to continue de- 
fending his state title. And he will 
probably begin a campaign to be 
allowed a chance at a world title. It 
seems to be only fitting. 

If there is any rookie with a chance 
to win a world title, that rookie would 
be Bob Backlund! Oo

boasts. “I’ve beaten him 20 times and 
each time he comes back cryin’ for 
more.

need Albano. Let’s not give the rats 
more credit than they deserve. The 
Executioners are no more than 
average wrestlers, capable at times of 
being almost good. The real difference 
is Albano and his cheating. 

“I was against giving them a shot, 
but Tony insisted. They’re a blight who 
should never be given a title shot; it 
gives them too much respectability. 
They should be treated like outsiders, 
kept from polluting the mainstream. 
They didn’t earn anything! When 


Albano stops interfering for them, 
then they should be given a shot. Now, 
they’re champions. Now, it’s too late to 
keep them separate. They're now on 
the inside and we're all out! And 
they’re going to make sure we stay 
out!” 

Louis had a right to be bitter. The 
title was stolen from him and Parisi. 
And both men know how difficult it is 
to take the title from a team that 
doesn’t care how it wins. 

The first Executioner title defense 
proved just how vicious this team 
could be. It was an ugly exhibition of 
wrestling savagery. The challengers 
(victims) were Jose Gonzales and Billy 
White Wolf, two determined and 
skilled grapplers. They bring honor to 
any event. But dignity is rarely a match 
for the Executioners’ cruelty, 

Within minutes, it became obvious 
Gonzales and White Wolf could never 
stoop to The Executioners’ level. With 
Albano by their side, the pair pulled 
every sleazy trick in the book to win. 
For those who want to know what 
dirty wrestling is all about, simply geta 
film of the match. It’s all there. Albano 
was never better, interfering with sly 
effectiveness. 

Gonzales and White Wolf battled 
valiantly but couldn’t overcome the 
concentrated effort of the three men. 
Though the crowd cheered the brave 
pair onward, it couldn’t give the duo 
the ability to conquer. The 
Executioners and Albano may be too 
brutal for any team. 

Finally, it was over and The Exe- 
cutioners retained their title. Gonzales 
and White Wolf walked slowly back to 
the dressing room, not exactly sure 
what had happened. When wrestlers 
have nightmares, they must be of 
matches like these. 

The Executioners were very pleased 
with themselves after the match, They 
had shown the WWWF just what to 
expect from them. It was a warning 
to any and all challengers: meet The 
Executioners and risk being crippled. 
They are too cunning to be shackled by 
rules and too cruel to care about 
mercy; proceed at your own risk. Any 
trespassers into their territory would 
be persecuted to the full extent of The 
Executioners’ brutality. 

The WWWFE tag team champions 
are The Executioners, managed by 
Lou Albano. That's a statement one 
may be seeing for a long time. And as 
long as it’s true, tag team wrestling in 
the WWWE will be dominated by the 
most reprehensible trio to be seen ina 
long time.
